A timely article on “The American Bnow-
shoe,* by Dillon Wallace (2), describes varl-
ous types of snowshoes and how to make
them, and repeats the protest agninst winter
slothfulness:

Thers are two things for the beginner to
ramember: ho can't 1ift one shoe while the other
s resting upon it, and therefors, must stop far
enough and wide enough to keep his shoes
clenr of one another, He must also remembar
that the shoes are not equipped with reverso
levers, and therefare, he cannot walk back-
ward. The art and theory of snowshoeing may
be summed up In one word—practice.

I often wonder why peopls go so little into
the open In winter. Men and women who are
out-af-door enthusiasts in summer know noth-
ing of the out of doors In winter. With the first
frost they shut themselves Into hented roomns
to hibernate. They have never neen the white
hills and valley—or only from afar. They nre
unacquainted with the oalm and silsnce and
beauty of the winter woods. They have never
read in the transitory trail the story of the
ecomings and golngs of wild thinga. They have
never seen the mystertons shadows cast In
the moonlight upon the snow.

Moving the Mountain to Mahomet

Instead of golng out into the wilderness in
gearch of nature, Ernest H., Baynes describes
how he and his wife tempted some of the
forest's 1lttle people to their own threshold,
In “Feeding Wild Birds by Bimple Methoda"
(3), Giving directions for attracting insec-
tivorous birds, he writes:

Tweanty-one kinds of birds come (o feed
at windows in the village of Meredith, N. H,
where we have heen feeding them for the past
three vears, Usually peopls llke to have them
come to polnts where they can b seen from
the principal living rooma, First look nla_t of
the windows and decide on a treée, say 76 or
160 feet away, to which we can tle one of
our large lumps of suet—using thres or four
pleces of soft atring, tle to a well-exposed
branch, 8 to 1% feot from the ground, on the
slde near the house, whera It can be seen. Tie
a second plece to a tree 10 to 20 feet from the
window, and & third plece, eitier to the window
&1l or to & board which fastens to the window
sl Smaller pleces are tled to trees and shrubs
i1 all directlona: as the birds gain confidence
they will grmadually approach the windeow ILself.

In the case of seed-eating birds trampla
down tho snow and soatter seeds on L We
would sit on the well-trampled snow, and from
the trees about Uus they would come down In
a musical shower to alight upon our head and
hands. It was such fun that mrm-tlme-s:. aven
when the thermometer registered from 15 to 1D
degreea below zéro, wa would =it there photo-
graphing them, or often aimply watching them,
until we were almoat too numb to get up,
